liev, Jesve Kilpat^ 
rick, were finished 
the seats bet^an tt 
rapidly till. A hiri;e 
iiniiil^'r <if wdineii 
Ki!>ced the jailer 
ieH and pannu ttt 
circle. Dr. Kilpat 
lick's player vra* 
Ijowerfiil delivered 
diiriiifi the I'onfereiice thus far, aud 
from the fervent rewpoiises one wor.ld 
imu^iiie that a revival was in i)roKres,s. 

As soon as Iho preliiuiiiari"» were co.i- 
clnded, Dr, Edwards, of New Y(jrk, 
arose to a qaestion of privilege and with- 
drew soixM of hia rgmarlBi of Wednes- 
day, 

The rnles were sMsj)ended long enoufh 
to authorize the appointment of a com- 
mittee of fifteto on gtMiral ooalatnMM 

lK)undaries. 

Tlie reports of the western bor>k 
agente aud board of trustees wt ' e 
slipped in before Dr. Bnttz, of Newark, 
raised a point of order aud Rhnt out 
the report of the Freedinau's Aid uocit y 
offered by Dr. Hartzwell. On inotinu 
of Dr. Neely, of Philadelphia, the un- 
finished baeiuesH of the previous day 
appointing a committee on snperan- 
nuated minist«r8 was resumed. 

Dr. Moore, of Cincinnati, secured the 
floor aud offdred a resolution asking' for 
a committee of fifteen on judiciary to 
consider all appeals, laws, etc. Dr. 
Moore asked that the committee be ap- 
pointed by the conference instead of 1 ^ 
the bishops. He made the point that it 
is not good law for a court of appeals to 
be appointeu by the bodv whose acts 
are to be re viewed. He had no donbt 
that the bi: hops woQld be glad to be re- 
lieved of tho regpondbility of appoint- 
intjr the oommittM, and qnoted t!:e 
opinion of several of the biahops before 
they were elevated to the episcopal 
board. This brought Bic^hop Foster to 
his feet with the remark that the bishops 
did not care to be dragged into the dis 
cussion. 

It was evident that a fight was on, 
Dr. Buckley, of Detroit, until a cnpy of 
tho ecclesiastical law in his hand, rose 
to reply to >Ir. Moore's forcible address. 
Dr. Buckley contended that the position 
of Dr. Moore was faHacions. The 
bishops, he decLired, were more con- 
petent than the delegates selected to a 
general coi.ierence. After further d i- 
ctwsion Dr. Queat, of central New 
York, moved, in order to conciliate uA 
factions, that the bishop nominate the 
committee sobject to tne coniirmatiua 
of the geae. .il conference. This motion 
waa earned almost nnanimously. 

A leeoliition offered by the Chicago 
German conference to the effect that no 
member of the Methodist church con id 
bek)ng to or join oath-bonnd organisa- 
tions withort violating hia faith and 
breaking the fifth commandment, 
caused a good deal of excitement a^d 
wotdd have precipitated a fight but f«r 
the opportune action of Dr. Buckley, 
who awed that it be referred without 
further reacting than the openloff declar- 
ation, which waa ordered. 

The reports of the MiMionary and 
Fnedmen sAid eocieties were received 
aao referred. Hie call proceeded in a 
dreary manner, nothing happening to 
break the qnietude except an ot-casional 
paai between Dr. Buckley aim Bishop 
Walden over a ruling of the chair. The 
bishop made rulings and went back on 
them with a startling frequency. At 
one time he ruled against Buckley, who, 
with a book of rule* in his band, walked 
up to the chair and after showing him 
Ua mlatake, said deliberately: Wul 
yon revoke your ruling, or compel me 
to make you publicly apologise for it ?" 

"I beg your pardon," qpioily fejoined 
the bishop and he at onoa rerened his

The conference did not hold a gession 

in th'? afternoon. Instead the rumiiiit- 
tees met and appointed sub-committees. 
The temi^rance aud prohilation com- 
mittee organized by electing Dr. Evans, 
of Central Illinois, chairman, and Dr. 
Whitlock, of New Jersey, secretary. 
Some discussion was had and it is quite 
evident that there will be .soiue differ- 
ence of opinion as to tho position the 
church will take in politics regarding 
the litiuor naffic. Four years ago the 
general conference declared unequivo- 
cally for tho third piirty side of the 
house, but the indications now are that 
the body went do it orer agaia this 
year. 

The reading of the report of the 
Wahope Wednesday's .session was an 
eye-opener in tins resjx'ct.

The object of i he law \v,is hn i 
dently to jirevent daily pupers from 
clogjring the mails and saving publish- 
ers delivt-ry. The law. however, workf- 
an iii.iu>i ice to publishers of monthlies, 
seDii-iiioiitlilies and semi-weeklies. It ii- 
pr"po.-e(l to auipud it so as to excei'l 
only dully papers from the beneiita oi 
local dalmry at second-claanlw.

May 0.— Patrick CSnlli 
van, one of the three prisoners sentenced 
to state prison for life for the murder <>< 
Dr. Cronin. of Chicago, died in tlR 
prison hosirital here at 7 :40 yesterdjtj 
evening. For Ave days he has been de- 
lirioos and anabla to reoognlas hlf 
friends and relatives who have been at 
his bedside during his last hoors. Evei 
since he entered the prison hia health 
has been delicate, and as he gave up 
hope of securing a new trial, he decline) i 
rapidly, anu when, a month ago, he hac 
an attack of the giip it quickly devel 
oped into rapid consumption. It hac 
been known for two weeks that hit 
death was only a question of dava. 

Of the three men convicted of Dr. 
Cronin's murder O'Sullivan has bean 
consideredt he one most likely to make a 
confession, but there is little donbt that 
he died without unsealing* his lips, 
nnh ss he told the story of the crime tc 
his confessor. 

O'Sullivan rested quietly throughout 
Wednesday night, and vesterday nioni 
iug Dr. Ferguson, his plij-eician, report 
ed his condition as slightly improved. 
During the day he continued in a slight- 
ly improved condition, but as the sun 
began to sink Iwhind the walls which 
have imprisoned him so long the puis*- 
beats of the iceman became fainter and 
fainter. Miss Annie O'Sullivan. the 
prisoner's sister, was at his bedsidf 
ihroiighout the day, and at 7 o'clock hit 
brother Kerry, from Iowa, arrived and 
went immediately to the sick room. 

At 7::!0 o'clock Captain Kane, of the 
night watch, went to O'SuUivan's ward 
and -aw he wajs dying. O'Sullivan 
raised his e; es as the captain entered 
and ap; iueiitly nvogtiized him, for he 
niotiiiii.'il ie -blv for him to come to his 
side. Cajit iu^vaneput his ears to the 
■ ic;;!! - lips and could be;irly heat 
til'- \vnrd> t';.-it came faintly and slowly: 
'•Captain, brini; nie a drink." These 
were the last words he sjioke. Hii- 
brother and -dster each took a hand of 
the dying prisoner, and a Irwikof reci^gni- 
tioii passeil ;vi' liis f.-ainres. His eye- 
lids then clo>ed. and a taint smile il 
lumined hi.s features, liis liiulis i,'ave a 
convulsive twist and the -oul of Patrick 
O'.Suilivan t ^cajied from his body. 

O'hullivaii maiiitaiued his innocence 
to the last and up to an hour before hir 
death he sail', lie was guiltless. Father 
Daniels who attemled the si. k man dur- 
ing his illness said O'Sullivan never 
spoke a Word of coute.ssiiin to him but 
continually maintained he was iniii«-eut. 
O'Sullivan was thirty-six years old and 
entered the .loliet penitentiary -Ian. 
14, isitO, The body will be si[ipped to 
Wisci-'usin v,here it will be interred. 

Pairiclv O'Sullivan's connection with 
the conspiracy that resultt d in the mur- 
der of Dr. P. H. (Jronin was so obvious 
during the trial and evidence so slight 
tending to r'ear him has been adduced 
since that the iiiainu.-iti(<ns of inno- 
cence, rather vigorously sent out from 
Chicago in the last few weeks. api>e".r 
hollow to fno men familiar with the 
case. From all the evidence he seemed 
to have entered tlie clan from patriotic 
motives, somewhat diluted by the belief 
that the ;ifTair wius a good thing U) do in 
a busiiu'ss w ay. His u^sociatioiis in tbe 
clan forced him along to the fore of Uie 
conspiracy and tiiially he found himself 
hip high in murder. 

He was the main instrument in briu":- 
ing Dr. Oronin from the Coiiklin's ho«ise 
on the night of May 4. ISH<), ajid th:U to 
acconiplisii the en<l of the conspiracy he 
tHiberately nuule friends with the 
doctor and bv 4 cunning use of Cronin's 
humane se'usibilities completeJy threw 
him otf his _aaril against the Initchery. 

The evident;e against O'Sullivan was 
circuuisLant :A. but so strong as to 
leave no ilou lit of his guilt. It was ni>t 
as strong as Mie evidence against Hurl e 
and Coughbn, antl if O'.Suilivan k..tl 
goue on the Biaiid. nn uv afirrrwa;d 
wished he ha<l, he might have turned 
itjH force. But htan<Uiig absolutely un- 
contraiiicted it was sufticeut iu the jury's 
mind to esiaiilish his guilt. 
U Sullivau was not of Irish birth. He 
bom in America of Irish

reference to taxing cntain corporations, 
reads as follows as passed by the lower 
Hoase of th« LeRialalora: "Evwy in- 
OOrporated bank, trnnt company, guaran- 
tee and security company, ttas company, 
blMHa ooupany, street car company, ex- 
praaa company, telegraph company, anri 
telephone company, where its lines ex- 
tend beyond the limit of one county, 
palace, sleeping, dining, or other car com- 
pany, which haa Ito can conveyed on 
regular trips over any raiIroa<l not owned 
by it| and all other corporations, as may 
b« required by the Auditor of Pablle 

Aooonnta, shall, hetween the fifteenth 
day of September and the first day of 
October of each year, make and deliver 
to the Au'litor of Public Accounts of thifi 
iStattJ a Htateiiu nt, veritied by ita Presi- 
dMt| Cashier, Secretary, TTeasorer, Man- 
igat, or other chief ofhcer or asent who 
maybe familiar therewith, in such form 
as the Auditor may prescribe, showing 
the following fact;: The name and prin- 
cipal place otbatineaaof the corporation; 
the kind of l)U.«incss engaged in ; the 
amount of capital stock, preferred and 
eommon ; the nnmbor of aharet of each ; 
the aMioniit of j^toik jiaid up; the par 
and real value thereof ; the iiigliest price 
$/t wilich anofa atoek waa aold at a bona 

lale witliin twelve niontliH next be- 
fore the tifleeiitli <lay of Sejitember of 
the year in which the statement is re- 
(juircd to lie made; tlie amount of sur- 
]>lu!-: fund and undivided i>rolits and 
the value of all other assets; the total 
amount of indebtodneaa as principal; 
the amount of gronn and net earnings or 
income, includin;.' interest on invest- 
ments, and income from all other sources 
for twelve montha nast precedinjr the 
fifteenth day of Saptemher of the y(>ar in 
which the atatement is required; the 
amount and kind of tangible property in 
this State, and wliere situated, a.sHessed, 
or liable to assesHment in this State, and 
the fair cash value thereof, estimated at 
the price it would bring at a fair volun- 
tary sale, and such other facts as the 
Auditor may require."
